The Marshfield Works are of modern design and capable of 
producing an effluent up to the Royal Commission Standard. The 
influent is a rather strons domestic sewage. There is no provision 
for storm water and although in smell designsor this nature it is not 
unusual to omit this feature I fevl i+ is @ retrograce step in these 
particular works. The retaining walls of the filter beds ars of 
local stone and are weathering badly.

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Treatment of Verizinous Conditions 
Lt is fortunate that in this district we have been able to 

provide facilities at the Evacuee Sick Bay, Chipping Sodbury, for 

the treatment of verminous conditions amonzs children and adults. 


Treatment can be obtained on any week day at 10 asm. when 
routine treatment can be Siven immediately. Jt has been found 
in practice that two or sometimes three attendances are necassary 
to complete the treatment. 


Children sufferings from verminous conditions complicated by 


Infectious skin conditions are readily admitted to the Sick Bay and 
this again has been found in practice extremely useful. 


Arrangements have also been completed whereby persons in Filton 
are treated at the Bristol City Clinic in order to avoid the awkward 
journey to Chipping Sodbury. When it is found necsssary in the 
future to close down this Hvacuee Sick Bay alternative arrangements 
will be required. 
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
